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Colleges throughout the nation 
have become justifiably alarmed at 
the prospect of a bill calling for 
the drafting of the men of the 
United States at the age of 18 or 
184% years. The present effect of 
the drafting of young men has been 
a crippling blow to the nation’s 
colleges, but greater drafting of 
young men could have a cata- 
strophic effect upon the colleges. 

Predictions by the American 
Council of Education say that the 
situation is not nearly as bad as 
one might assume. Because of 
many factors, if the bill advocated 
by the defense department advocat- 
ing the 18-year-old draft were 
passed about 71% per cent of the 
prospective freshmen would be af- 
fected. 

These factors include: more than 
half of the freshmen would be 
older than 18; only about 60 per 
cent of the 18-year-olds could pos- 
sibly be drafted; induction could 
only take place during the three 
summer months; and the men in 
the 19-26-year-old_ class would be 
called first. 

Total male enrollment would not 
be too greatly affected because the 
younger men would probably be 
drafted in preference to the men 
already in college. In this way the 
college would retain a large pro- 
portion of the 200,000 students 
now in colleges. 

The above factors should just 
about affect all colleges equally, 
but there are forces that would 
harm many institutions, including 
the junior college. Because they 
do not, generally offer R.O.T.C. 
courses, the junior colleges would 
lose many men who would other- 
' wise be deferred as a member of 
this group. i 

Junior colleges would also be hit 
because they do not offer many 
courses which students could get de- 
ferments for, such as preprofessional
